YOUNGEST SON REMOVED, 


The Plot of Ground in Which the Actors 
Remains Will Finally Repose—Design of 
the Proposed Memorial Monument Col- 
lections for the Fund—Booth’s Alleged Re- 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaATCH. 
PHILADELPHIA, PA., March 16.—The remains 
of the late John McCullough, the actor, and 
those of his youngest son, who died recently, | 
were yesterday placed in the receiving vault 
in the Mount Moriah Cemetery. The cemetery 
is onthe Danly road, about two miles from 
this city, and the site selected for the last 
resting place of the distinguished actor is one 
of the most beautiful within the graveyard 
grounds. It is the intention of the friends of 
Mr. McCullough to erect a plain shaft above 
the grave, bearing a simple and suitable 
inscription. Since Mr. McOullough’s death 
many offers of burial places were made 
his widow, but she naturally 
preferred his remains should repose near his 
old home, and this determination was con- 
firmed by the second sad bereavement which 
overtook the family in the death of the young- 
est son. The plot of ground in which Mr. Mo- 
Cullough’s remains will finally repose is cir- 
cularinshape and thirty feet in diameter. 
The trustees of the cemetery defray all the 
expenses of building the receiving vault, and 
will also provide a drive around the inclosure. 
Early yesterday afternoon Mr. James 
McOulloug#, his wife, and  18-year- 
old daughter; Mrs. McOullough, the 
widow of the distinguished actor; Alfred 
Nutt, his faithful attendant, and a few others 
were driven from the McCullough residence to 
Palmer’s Cemetery and there received the 
body of Wm. MoCullough. Thence the little 
party of mourners proceeded to the Monu- 
ment Cemetery and took from the granite 
tomb the casket containing Mr. McOullough’s 
remains. They then drove to Mount Moriah 


where, with simple but impressive ceremony,

An Important Land Decision, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 16.—The Secré- 
tary of the Interior has rendered a decision in 
the ex-parte . case of James Brit- 


tin, reversing the decision of the 
Commissioner of the General Land 
office of November 12, 1885, which held that, as 
under Section 2261, Revised Statutes ,a person 
was entitled to but one preemption right, he 
could not, after perfectin one 
preemption right, be. permitted com- 
mute a homestead entry into a cash 
entry under Section 2301, Revised Statutes, as 
this would be equivalent to a seéond exercise 
of the same right. In respect to the interests 
involved, this decision is regarded by the Land 
Office officials as the most important public

THE STREET CAR PRESIDENTS’ VIEWS ON 
THE TWELVE-HOUR LAW. 


Charles Green Adopts It and Can’t See Why 
Others Should Not — Messrs. Scullin and 
Chapman Opposed to It—A Rumored 
Strike. 


There have been rumors that the employes 
of the street car companies have ex- 
pressed a desire for the establish- 
ment on all the lines in the 
city a regular running day of twelve hours’ 
work with $2 per day for conductors and $1.75 
for drivers, To see how this plan was re- 
garded by the railway officials themselves a 
PosT-DISPATCH reporter called on several 
presidents to-day.

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Ds ULTIMATUM. 

Mr. Gobrp's Florida proclamation, de- 
clining to treat with the Knights of Labor 
#6 an organization, places him and his side 
of the pending contest in an attitude 
which cannot command the approbation 
or sympathy of the public. 

The history of Mr. GouxLp’s own roads 
has shown that trade organizations tend 
to elevate labor and to improve the rela- 
tions of employer and employe for their 
mutual benefit. Until the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers was formed, strikes 
of engineers were among the most fre- 
quent aud serious troubles of railroad 
management. Since it extorted the rec- 
ognition which should have been gladly 
accorded to it from the beginning, the 
railroads have had better and safer ser~ 
vice than ever before, and less trouble in 
securing it and in adjusting all questions 
with that class of their employes. The 
existence of this much respected organ- 
ization gives railroad travelers a sense of 
security they could not have without it. 

Typographical unions have made strikes 
much rarer and provided a means by 
which publishers can employ large bodies 
of printers and get the most satisfactory 
service from them with the least friction. 
And similar results have followed trade 
organizations in every industrial calling. 
They weed out unworthy members, ele- 
vate the average of the craft, and govern 
the whole with the aggregate wisdom, re- 
straining individual impulses by collective 
counsel and evolving the patience and 
dignity of action which go with delibera- 
tion and a proper sense of responsibility. 
In this respect labor organizations are the 
natural outgrowth of our free institutions, 
and are operated by the same springs of 
action, the same ideas of self-help and 
self-government. 

But whatever may be their inherent 
faults or tendencies to err, the time has 
come when we must deal with them asa 
great and well-established de’ facto power 
in the land—a power which the railroads 
are not free to make war upon by the 
“lock-out” method, or by ceasing to 
render the public service for which they 
are chartered. The private citizen or cor- 
poration may refuse to treat with any 
trade organization—may suspend business 
operations and lock out his operatives, 
because it is a mere question of individual 
profit and loss, which he has a right to 
decide for himself. But a quasi-public 
corporation suspends at the cost of the 
public and in violation of a contract when 
it voluntarily suspends operations. The 
Knights of Labor is an organization 
notoriously so strong and growing so fast 
that in order te secure a slower and health- 
ier growthit has actually given notice 
that no more new assemblies will be or- 
ganized for some months. It has ordéred 
out 15,000 of Mr. G@vuLD’s employes 
and stopped every whee! on his roads that 
it chose to stop. When he declines to 
recognize such an organization of labor 
as this and declines to treat with its mem- 
bers as such, he is simply refusing to do 
as a public servant or agent what the 
public has paid him millions to do; he is

He said: ‘‘If every man who desired had the 
money to buy a suit of woolen goods 
in the morning, there wouldn’t 
be enough woolen goods in the 
country to supply half the demand: The 
trouble is that the people are not in a condl- 
tion to buy what they need. As you elevate 
the condition of the working people, you in- 
crease the consumption of manufactures.’’ 
The introduction of the eight-hour law woul 
necessitate the employment of W per cent 
more workmen, and would thus wipe out the 
greatarmy ofthe unemployed. Mr. Schill 
resented the prediction that the two hours o 
extra leisure for the working people would be 
so much gain for the saloons. He urged mod- 
eration and depreciated any violence or re- 
lapse to the ethics of barbarism. After other 
speeches to the same effect, the committee on 
resolutions reported a long seriesof pream- 
bles with two resolutions pledging the work- 
ing people present, to use all fair means 
to secure the adoption of eight hours by every 
trade and occupation, and asking the aid of 
the press andthe pulpit. The meeting then 
adjourned. A large out-door meeting was 
heid at the same time.

WON BY A FOUL. 


HOW LA BLANCHE EXPLAINS HIS ENOCK~ 
OUT BY JACK DEMPSEY. 


A Subscriber to the Purse Describes the Style 
of Both Fighters — Knocked Out in Four 
Minutes —Sportin Notes, Gossip and Fer- 
sonals. 


Coo, March 16.—A short but sharp bat- 
tle with kid gloves took place yesterday after- 
noon ata canvenient spot on the south side 
between Frank Ware, light-weight cham- 
pion of Illinois, and W. G. Cranston of Bos- 
toh. Ware stripped at about 135 pounds, and 
Oranston about ten pounds heavier. A 
referee was chosen, who announced the terms 
of the contest, which were Queensberry rules 
to a finish, with kid gloves for stakes of $100 
aside. At the call of time the men stepped to 
the center of the ring and without an instant's. 
delay Ware led with his right, landing heavily 
on Cranston’s left jaw. The blow drove him 
backward toward the ropes, but he recovered 
in time to meet Ware’s second rush, and to 
get in some telling half-arm blows upon his 
opponent’s ribs and arms in the clinch that 
followed. 

Immediately after breaking Ware led again, 
this time with the left, and caught Oranston a 
fearful crack on the right eye. Oranston re- 
sponded pluckily, but got considerably the 
worst of it during the balance of the round, 
and when time was called took his seat some- 
what groggy, while Ware was comparatively 
fresh. 


Ware opened the second round with another 
sharp right hander. Cranston resisted Ware’s 
vicious onslaughts as best he could for sixty 
seconds longer, and then crashed to the floor 
under a clean shoulder hit from the same 
right hand, regaining his feet just in time to be 
knocked biee ng and senseless into Ware’s 
corner. He fell with his hands and arms rest- 
ing b+ mp his opponent’s chair, and, although 
his friends ed out to him in earnest tones 
to get to his seat, he lay motionless, the blood 
in astream from his battered nose 
and mouth. The time-keeper called time“ 
at the end of ten se@onds, and the referee 
awarded the fight to Ware. The time of the 
entire battle during which the men were fight- 
ing was but four minutes and fifty seconds. 


LaBlanche on His Defeat. 

Boston, March 16.—George LaBlanche yés- 
terday arrived in this city. When questioned 
about how he felt the Marine said he was all 
right, except his face.
